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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 16, 19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Boren 
(US 2,336,454). Boren shows a hospital bed construction that includes a rectangular bedframe 
24 supported upon a base frame that includes side frame rails 25 that terminate in leg supporting 
brackets 21. A head end 1 0 and foot end 1 1 are supported upon the brackets 2 1 and form boards 
that extend next to and above the bedframe 24 that form gaps between the boards and bedframe. 
Head board 10 has an upper cross rail 13a that is curved inwardly relative to the bedframe 24 to 
reduce the width of the gap between the bedframe and board (see Figure 6). A side rail assembly 
36 can be attached to each side of the bedframe. As shown in Figure 6 the side rail assembly 
includes an upper curved rail portion that extends up from a lower curved rail portion. The upper 
curved rail portion extends towards the curved section of the head board 10 when the side rail is 
in place (see Figure 1), and acts to reduce the gap between the side rail 36 and the head board 10. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17 and 18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kramer et al (US 7,028,352), Hensley et al (US 6,874,179), Lemire (US 6,721,975), 
and Wolf (US 2,722,693) show side guard assemblies for beds which are of particular interest..
